New prison to 
be built in a 
county town 

A new category C prison 
will be built on the site of 
the mothballed HMP 
Wellingborough. 

Today, Thursday, the 
Ministry of Justice 
announced a new modern 
prison will be built on the 
site and will house more 
prisoners than the previ¬ 
ous prison. 

This new prison at 
Wellingborough is part of 
the government’s pro¬ 
gramme to close old 
Victorian jails and replace 
them with modern facili¬ 
ties. 

Wellingborough MP Peter 
Bone MP said: “I am abso¬ 
lutely delighted that the 
Secretary of State for 
Justice has agreed that 
HMP Wellingborough 
should be re-opened. “The 
new prison will create hun¬ 
dreds of jobs and pump sig¬ 
nificant sums of money in 
to the local economy. 

“The campaign to save 
Wellingborough prison 
goes back many years and I 
am grateful to all those 
who supported it. In partic¬ 
ular I want to thank Lynne 
Holcombe who led the resi¬ 
dents’ campaign so effec¬ 
tively. I would also like to 
thank the support from 
local councillors, including 
Cllr Martin Griffiths cur¬ 
rent leader of the Borough 
Council of Wellingborough 
and Cllr Paul Bell who is 
the former leader of the 
council. Their wholeheart¬ 
ed support of my listening 
campaign has had a signifi¬ 
cant impact.

Pirate ship sails into the sunset

watched as a pirate ship 
completed its final journey 


The Queen Anne pirate ship 
will never set sail again at 
Wicksteed Park. 

She went on her final 
voyage on Monday morning 
just after 11am when the 
final 32 people to ever take 
to the high seas at the 
Northamptonshire theme 
park went aboard. 

They had all won a compe¬ 
tition to be a passenger on 
the ship’s last journey. Most 
had either ridden the boat as 
a child or for the younger 
ones it was the first ride they 
had been on at the park. 

One of those was 10-year- 
old Izzy Molloy from 
Desborough who first went 
on the ship when she was 
eight. 

For Izzy it was one ride she 
did not want to miss out on 
as she had waited so long to 
be the right height to be 
allowed on board. 

For this final time she was 
joined her brother Riley and 
mum Lorraine who said: 
“Izzy entered the competi¬ 
tion on Wicksteed Park’s 
Facebook page as this was 


the first ride at the park she 
had been on. 

“It is sad to see it going but 
it was a lovely experience to 
be one of the last people in 
history to go on the ride at 
the park.” 

Wicksteed’s operating 
director, Michael Bush, said 
the ship, which was built in 
1975, had been at the park 
since 1982. 

In that time it would have 
probably sailed from the 
earth to the moon and back. 

In an eight hour shift the 
Queen Anne would give 48 
rides per day. 

In its 41 year life time it 
would have given 150,000 
people rides. 

Mr Bush said: “I used to 
operate the ride, that was 
my first job when I got a job 
at the park. 

“It is sad to see it go but we 
will have a bigger and better 
ride ready for people next 
Easter.” 

The attraction in question 
will be a Wave Swing that 
accommodates up to 40 
people at a time.

Mr Bush added: “Nothing 
lasts forever and the new 
ride will be even better. It 
will attract a wider audience 
and give them a thrill.” 

The swansong for the 
pirate ship was in the hands 
of fairground operator Kevin 


Marlow. This is his first 
season in the role at the park 
and even for him it was a day 
tinged with sadness. 

Kevin remembers going on 
the ride when he was eight 
years old and admitted at 
the time, he was petrified. 


He said: “Today has been 
its swansong and it has been 
a strange feeling. 

“It is sad and so for me I 
have mixed emotions.”

A councillor is to ask 
Northampton Borough Council 
to review the mayor's private 
number plate ‘NH1’, which the 
Herald & Post discovered earlier 
this year is worth £300,000. 

But despite the move, a mobility 
scooter hire service in the town 
shut its doors for the final time 
last week - following a previous 
failed campaign to sell the plate 
to help rescue the ‘vital scheme’. 

Councillor Gareth Eales 
(Labour, Spencer ward), is to put 
forward a motion at the next full 
council meeting this month ask¬ 
ing for the plate - which adorns 
the ceremonial Jaguar car - to be 
independently valued. 

Mr Eales, who is the deputy 
mayor, hopes the move will result 
in a decision on whether to keep 
or sell the plate. 

His motion, which will be 
supported by the shadow cabinet 
member for finance, Cllr 
Elizabeth Gowen (Labour, 
Eastfield ward), also asks for the 
council to consider replacing the 
mayor’s vehicle with a fully 


electric car. The motion reads: 
“This council agrees to undertake 
a review and independent 
valuation(s) of the mayoral car’s 
NH1 registration. This process 
will assist council/cabinet in 
making an informed decision 
whether to retain or dispose of 
this asset subject to a form of 
public consultation or gauging of 
public opinion.” 

This latest call for the plate - 
which was issued to the borough 
council, free of charge, in 1904 - 
comes several months after 
campaigners urged the council to 
sell it and give the money to 
Northampton Shopmobility, 
which was facing closure after 
funding cuts from the local 
authority. 

However, the council - which 
had cut its funding to the service 
from £22,000 to £8,000 in just two 
years - argued that ‘it is not as 
simple as selling the number 
plate to fund one particular 
organisation’. 

The scheme, which cost £40,000 
a year to run and was located at 
the Mayorhold car park, then 
later announced it would be 
closing for good on Saturday, 
October 29.

£12,500 which, on top 
of the £7,500 he raised 


in the first year, meant 
William - who has 
Asperger’s Syndrome - 
made £20,000 for the 
men’s health charity 
Movember. 

Inspired by his 
dedication, generosity 
and hard work, William 
was nominated for the 
Radio 1 Teen Hero 
award, and was last 
month shortlisted as a 
finalist. 

The Northampton 
Saints supporter, who is 
a big fan of England 
captain Dylan Hartley 
who is promoting 
Movember again this 
year, said: “It was an 
honour to be recognised 
by the awards, and to 
meet the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge. 

“We talked about 
sport and the fact that I 
had to miss school 
rugby to visit Radio 1! 

“Movember is a very 
important charity and I 
hope I have inspired 
others to support them.”

A ‘Smart Corridor Initiative’ is 
set to be used to improve 
commuter journeys along a 
major transport route. 

The St James Square area has 
been chosen as the first of three 
routes in Northampton to be 
upgraded to reduce congestion 
and improve air quality. 

Cllr Ian Morris, Northampton¬ 
shire County Council cabinet 
member for transport, highways 
and environment, said:

ately available at the touch of a 
button. 

“It’s essential our transport 
networks keep up with these 
changes. We know how frustrat¬ 
ing it can be to be held up in 
traffic and not know what the 
problem is or how long we will be 
there. Information about when 
the next bus is can also be useful 
in helping people make decisions 
on which type of transport to 
take.” 

The three ‘corridors’ are being 
developed with government 
funding available until 2019. 

The other routes will be 
Kingsthorpe Road and Kettering

Council and

Hopes that Hollywood actress 
Lindsay Lohan would turn on 
the Christmas lights in 
Kettering have been raised after 
her agent finally got in touch 
with the council. 

The star was invited to flick the 
switch by the town’s MP Philip 
Hollobone after her Twitter 
outburst on EU referendum 
night, in which she asked: ‘Sorry, 
but Kettering where are you?’. 

She had posted the tweet - 
which the Conservative MP 
described as ‘fierce and 
offensive’ - after it was 
announced that Kettering had 
voted to leave the European 
Union. 

Lohan accepted the invitation 
to turn on the lights, which Mr 
Hollobone made in a speech at 
the House of Commons - in 
which he said the move would 
‘redeem her political reputation’ 
and help ‘raise money for good 
causes’. 

But since the Mean Girls 
actress - who had backed the 
remain campaign - accepted, 
Kettering Borough Council has 
been unable to get in contact 
with her to organise the event. 

So last week, in a bid to get the 
actress to stick by her promise, 
Mr Hollobone made the follow¬ 
ing public appeal: ‘Lindsay 


Lohan please get in touch, your 
public awaits’. 

It now appears to have done the 
trick, as the council this week 
confirmed to the Northants 
Herald & Post that the actress’ 
agent has made contact. 

“We can confirm that Kettering 
Borough Council has now made 
direct contact with Lindsay 
Lohan’s representatives,” a 
spokesperson for the authority 
said. “Understandably her 
schedule is very busy but they 
are looking to see whether she 
can make it work. Kettering’s 
Christmas lights switch on event 
is on Thursday, November 24 
and we are grateful for Lindsay’s 
interest in it.” 

With Lohan’s appearance not 
certain, the council says it has 
already made plans for the 
switch on - with former 
EastEnders star Cheryl Fergison 
being enlisted to turn on the 
lights. 

The actress, who played 
Heather Trott in the BBC soap 
until her character was 
murdered, will take part in the 
big switch-on at 6.45pm in 
Market Place as part of her role 
in the Kettering Lighthouse 
panto Beauty and the Beast.

Should 
Lohan confirm her appearance, 
they will all take to the stage.

A new emergency hub has 
been created with the aim 
of being at the heart of the 
community. 

Rushden Fire Station is 
now home to Northampton¬ 
shire Fire & Rescue Service, 
Northamptonshire Police 
and the East Midlands 
Ambulance Service (EMAS). 

It gives each emergency 
service a base from which 
they can react to different 
situations in this part of the 
county and even further 
afield. 

It was in the planning 
stage for 18 months before it 
went live at the end of July. 

The fire station is a mini 
nerve centre for all three 
services. 

For the police and fire 
service they can react to 
what is happening in this 
part of the county and for 
EMAS it provides a base to 
get to any emergency call. 

All three services believe it 
will help cut down response 
times and be a better way of 
working, training and 
sharing information. 

The hub has allowed for a 
new way of working which 
was illustrated last week 
when a fire crew went out on 
a emergency call about a

vulnerable person and took 
a PCSO (police community 
support officer) with them. 

Fire station manager Dave 
Wilson said: “This is all 
about looking after our 
community. 

“We have better communi¬ 
cation as we see each other 
each day and can pass on 
information about different 
incidents. 

“It is helping to safeguard 
people and if there is an 
emergency, to get the police 
and EMAS involved. Having 
all of the three services 
under one roof is a better 
way of joined up working. 

“We are all three different 
organisations but we are 


working for the good of the 
community.” 

Inspector Lara Alexander- 
Lloyd from Northampton¬ 
shire Police believes this 
type of hub could be 
something which is rolled 
out across the county. 

She said: “By being in a 
hub like this there is no 
barrier to information. We 
can share what we have or 
know as all three of the 
services are here to protect 
the community. I think the 
hub will prove very useful in 
a number of ways which 
might not be apparent at 
first but will I think prove 
invaluable with this multi¬ 
agency approach.”

Mercedes X-Class - the posh pick-up

PICK-UPS may have a reputation 
for being tough but Mercedes-Benz 
is taking trucks into the posh zone 
with its new X-Class. 

The first pick-up to wear the three 
pointed star badge will be on sale 
late next year and to give a clue of 
what’s in store the company has 
revealed two concept models. 

One is aimed at the rough and 


tumble traditionally associated 
with pick-ups and the other 
adds a touch of luxury with a full 
leather interior and state of the art 
trimmings. 

Mercedes has dubbed the first 
version of its Concept X-Class the 
‘powerful adventurer’ and the other 
it is calling the ‘stylish explorer’. 
Both models are being developed 


as part of Mercedes’ link up with 
the Renault-Nissan Alliance and 
the X-Class will be built in Spain 
alongside the Nissan Navara. 

Dr Dieter Zetsche, chairman of the 
board of Daimler AG and head of 
Mercedes-Benz Cars said: “With 
the Mercedes-Benz pickup, we 
will close one of the last gaps in 
our portfolio. 


“Our target: we want to offer 
customers vehicles matching their 
specific needs. The X-Class will 
set new standards in a growing 
segment.” 

With pick-up sales booming - they 
now account for more than one 
per cent of all vehicles registered 
in the UK - Mercedes is aiming its 
new models and the lifestyle sector 
as well as the business market. 
Revealed at a preview in Stockholm, 
the luxury variant has smoked oak 
trim with aluminium inserts and 
a cabin upholstered with nubuck 
leather. 

The adventure model, which was 
shown in a lemon paint finish, 
stands 1.9 metres high and sits on 
huge tyres giving added ground 
clearance. 

Payload is said to be 1.1 tonnes 
with a towing limit of 3.5 tonnes 
and the top end models will be 
powered by a V6 diesel mated 
to Mercedes’ 4MATIC permanent 
all-wheel drivetrain. 

Mercedes will be marketing the 
X-Class in key markets across 
the globe with models for Europe, 
Australia and South Africa being 
produced in Spain and versions 
for Latin America due to be built 
in Argentina where production is 
due to start in 2018.

RENAULT is having a decent time of it over the past 
few years with new models like the Captur and Kadjar 
crossovers and the new Koleos SUV on the way. 

That is in addition to innovations like the electric Zoe 
and updates to the Megane and the ever-popular Clio. 
Sales are booming, with Captur sales going well and 
Renault car sales up 21.0 during the first six months 
of 2016 to 44,570 vehicles, representing 3.1 per cent 
market share - an increase of 0.5 percentage points 
against the same period in 2015. 

The small crossover Captur embodies the bold new 
styling that has impressed so many buyers and 
potential buyers with its compactness and stylish looks. 
It looks good and is economical to run, with petrol 
and diesel options which feature Renault’s ECO 
system for maximising fuel and emissions efficiency. 
The tested 110bhp 1.5-litre diesel delivers huge 
economy, a claimed 76.4mpg and sub-1 OOg/km C02 
emissions which exempts the car from road tax and 
puts it in a low bracket for benefit in kind taxation. 
That’s an attractive proposition, as is the rest of the car. 
It has a slightly curvaceous yet rugged appearance, 
high ground clearance and large alloy wheels. The 
large diamond Renault badge dominates the grille 
which separates neat light clusters while at the rear 
Renault says a split light cluster design has allowed a 
wide tailgate opening to be created and helped avoid 
a boxy look. 

The base of the doors have also been shaped to to 
prevent shoes or clothing being soiled when getting 
in or out. Standard kit for even the entry level model 
includes a 60/40 split-folding and sliding rear 
bench seat, stability and traction control, electric 
windows front and rear, electrically adjustable door 
mirrors, plus colour touch-screen that incorporates 
key functions like the excellent TomTom navigation, 
sound system, Bluetooth and phone functions. 


The interior feels solid and well put together with 
classy soft touch finish to dash and doors and 
supportive seats. 

Based on the Clio, it is longer, to create more interior 
and stowage space and is designed to accommodate 
five people in comfort, although the fifth person would 
have to be of small stature to avoid feeling squeezed. 
The seats split 60/40 and can be folded flat to increase 
basic capacity of a generous 377 litres up to a 
maximum of 1,235 litres. A moveable boot floor adds 
to the practicality as do a number of bottle holders, 
pockets and container bins throughout the cabin. 
Mated to a five-speed manual gearbox, with 
Stop&Start technology and brake energy recovery, 
the vehicle is certainly economical, and while the 
70-odd mpg figure may be capable on rolling road 
conditions, mid-50s mpg is easily achievable. 

The engine is a refined unit with diesel clatter all but 
absent and pick up through the gears is smooth. 
Acceleration is decent enough at 11 second for the 
0-60 sprint and it cruises comfortably enough at 
higher speeds. 

It also handles well, with a firm ride, at the same time 
feeling well balanced when cornering, taking sharp 
bends with ease and never feeling unsettled, even on 
the roughest roads.

THE first plug-in hybrid MINI will be on the road next year as part of an all-new Countryman range of beefed up hatches. 

With a theoretical fuel figure of 134.5mpg, a zero emission range of up to 25 miles and a C02 rating of 49g/km the plug-in Countryman will have the 
potential to be the most economical MINI to date. 

It will be the eco-champion of the new Countryman line up which is due for release in February. 

While an on-sale date and prices for the petrol-electric plug-in have still to be announced, the mainstream models will cost from £22,465 - a hefty 
increase of some £5,000 over the current model. 

All-wheel-drive versions will be priced from £23,555 and diesels from £24,425. 

Like the latest MINI hatch, the new Countryman is significantly bigger than before with more room inside and in the boot, which now ranges from 
450 to 1,309 litres - an increase in cargo capacity of more than 30 per cent. 

The new model also has added practical features including a slide-out cushioned platform which MINI is calling the Picnic Bench and can seat 
two people. 

Interior kit sees the new Countryman coming with a touchscreen central display while sat nav, Bluetooth and automatic emergency assistance are 
standard across the range. 

It is the first time MINI has used touchscreen technology on any of its models and the new display uses an optional 8.5-inch panel. A smaller 6.5-inch 
screen is regular fit on the new Countryman. 

MINI’S new engines feature in the Clubman with power outputs ranging from 136 to 192bhp. The quickest is the Cooper S ALL4 auto with a 0 to 60 
acceleration of 7.2 seconds and the most economical conventional powertrain is the manual diesel which is rated at 64.2mpg with emissions of 113g/km. 
As well as the Picnic Bench option the new Countryman can be fitted with an electric, remote control tailgate. 

Other options include an advanced connectivity system which features a ‘Find Mate’ device that electronically tags personal belongings allowing them 
to be tracked wirelessly if mislaid.

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Brackley aiming to 
surprise Gills again

This season's first round draw in the 
FA Cup threw up a tie that left 
Brackley Town hoping for a repeat of 
one of the most famous nights in their 
history after they were paired with 
Gillingham once again. 

The Saints reached the second 
round of the world's oldest cup 
competition for the first time in their 
history three years ago when the Gills 
were defeated 1-0 at St James Park in 
a replay, which was screened live by 
BT Sport. 

This followed a 1-1 draw at 
Priestfield, which is where Brackley, 
of National League North, will be 
heading on Saturday as they look to 
cause another upset against their 
League One opponents. 

Their manager Kevin Wilkin said: 
“We were watching the draw and 
everyone at the club was happy when 
Gillingham came out and saying ‘this 
will be us' and when the next ball 
came out, there it was. 

“It's never easy and we're under no 
illusion about how difficult the game 
will be, but that's the beauty of the FA 
Cup; on your day you can achieve 
anything. 

“We'll need to play above ourselves 
and not let Gillingham impose 
themselves on us and if we manage to 
do both of those things we'll give 
ourselves a chance.” 

In what is his first full season in 
charge, Wilkin has guided Brackley 
into the first round proper for the 
third time in four years, after they 
thrashed Beaconsfield SYCOB 5-0 in 
the fourth qualifying round. 

His side will actually be travelling 
down to Kent unbeaten away from 
home this season, a big reason why 
they find themselves seventh in their 
league after surviving relegation on 
the final day of the last campaign. 

Wilkin said: “We're still on an 
upward curve after making loads of 
changes in the summer, as we tried to 
bring in a better quality of player. 

“We don't have a big squad but 
there's enough quality in there for us 
to enjoy our football and we're hoping 
that by five o'clock on Saturday, 
have maintained our excellent 
record away from home.”

GRIPPED BY THE COBBLERS

Northampton Town dug deep to dispatch Bury 
in a five-goal thriller at Sixfields on Saturday. 

Rob Page’s side survived a ten-minute injury 
time period to see off the Shakers and now sit in 
sixth place in League One. 

This was the sort of gritty victory laced with 
class that suggests that the Cobblers are 
promotion contenders once more. 

When someone as good as John-Joe O’Toole is 
benched, you know Northampton have a 
wealth of options and that was the case with 
Matt Taylor slotting back into midfield. 

Indeed, it was a teasing Taylor free-kick that 
helped break the deadlock on Halloween week¬ 
end with Marc Richards prodding in the 36th 
minute curler from close range. 

The opener was a combination between two 
34-year-old veterans who showed they still had 
it and Richards reminded fans of his ability as 
one of the best finishers in the Football League. 

By playing Taylor next to hard-man Jak 
McCourt with JJ Hooper wide left, Paul 
Anderson wide right and Sam Hoskins 


advanced centrally, Page has found a tactical 
shape that can morph between 4-2-3-1, 4-4-2 
and 4-3-3. 

This tactical fluidity gives free reign to the 
gliding ball carrier Hoskins, who again was the 
best player on the pitch and made Bury retreat 
so much they should have had seats in the 
stand behind the goal. 

Cobblers could have been out of sight if 
Hoskins was better at shooting and it might be 
worth Town bringing in a specialist finishing 
coach to polish the speedster’s attacking 
instincts. 

Either that or he could just watch Richards, 
for it was the Cobblers No. 9 who pummelled 
home a penalty just past the hour mark. 
Hoskins had shown the benefits of rapid drib¬ 
bling into the box after drawing a cheap foul 
from Shakers defender Niall Maher, leaving 
Richards to smash home the spot kick. 

That set up Taylor to sprinkle a little magic on 
Sixfields via a long range free-kick that was out 
of this world. 

Taylor lined up at a wide angle on the outside 
of Bury’s penalty box but could still send a 
southpaw free-kick into Ben William’s top left 
hand corner. 

If J.K Rowling is stuck for a plot for her next 
books she should write one about Taylor 


because he is a wizard and his left foot is a 
wand. 

Soon after Taylor had reinforced his position 
as one of the top set-piece takers in world foot¬ 
ball, Cobblers strengthened their position as 
the side most capable of making life difficult 
for themselves. 

Town failed to deal with a Bury cross leaving 
George Miller to slap home a free-header that 
will be filed under the category of soft. Then on 
82 minutes Town showed their issues with long 
balls after Zeli Ismail collected a lofted clear¬ 
ance, cut inside and sent a left-footed fizzer 
past Adam Smith. 

Somehow, the officials found six minutes of 
time to be added on at the end of a match that 
finished less like a thriller and more like 
Nightmare on Elm Street with fans watching 
through their hands. 

That six minutes ended up more like ten but 
Northampton survived and secured a vital 
win. Come Christmas, only points will count 
with edgy finishes like this long forgotten. 

Next up for Town is a home FA Cup date 
against Ryman League side Harrow Borough 
this weekend. Cobblers will look to improve on 
their record against teams known as ‘Borough’ 
and send the non-leaguers packing on what 
will be a great community day at Sixfields. 


Til take a 1-0 any day,’ says Cobblers boss

Northampton Town manager 
Rob Page is working hard with 
his defence to ensure there is no 
repeat of the nervous finish to 
their 3-2 win against Bury at the 
weekend. 

The Cobblers were cruising at 
3-0 after Matt Taylor's stunning 
free kick in the 71st minute at 
Sixfields and looked set to run up 
a big score against the Shakers, 
who had provided minimal 
resistance. 

But they pulled two goals back 
in the final 14 minutes that left 
most inside the ground itching 
for the final whistle as Town's 
composure from earlier in the 
afternoon deserted them. 

While their defending didn't 
cost them this time, it has caused 


them plenty of problems in 
recent weeks, even though they 
find themselves sixth in League 
One after Saturday's win. 

Page said: “It's important that, 
even after the wins, we look back 
because there are always areas of 
the game we need to improve on. 

“We look dangerous at the 
minute, we look like there are 
goals in us, which is pleasing, but 
we can't always go and win 3-2 or 
4-3 - I'll take a 1-0 win any day of 
the week. It's [about] getting back 
to where we were at the start of 
the season and that's not just 
about a back four and the goal¬ 
keeper, that's about defending as 
a team. It starts from the top. 

“There are areas we need to 
have a look at, but it's not overly 
concerning me - it's little tweaks 
here or there that we'll make and 


we'll make sure we get it right.” 

It's been roles reversed between 
the defence and the attack since 
the start of the campaign, when 
the Cobblers' tightness at the 
back compensated for a misfiring 
forward line. 

However, in the last couple of 
months, the goals have flown in 
at both ends - Northampton 
supporters can hardly complain 
about being bored, but they 
would rather their team wouldn't 
play on their nerves so much. 

When asked whether their 
defensive frailties were down to 
communication, Page said: “It's 
vital and that's one thing for us 
that at the minute that we're 
looking into. That's an aspect 
that we need to maybe improve 
on from a set-piece point of view. 
It's just our organisation. 


“We've got enough leaders in 
that team to organise and get us 
switched on for the delivery of 
the set-piece. We've addressed it, 
we will again this week and we'll 
do some work on it.” 

The return of Taylor from a 
three-match ban came as a 
massive bonus against Bury as he 
scored brilliantly from a narrow 
angle after the 34-year-old 
midfielder had earlier set up the 
opening goal for Marc Richards 
with a superb dead-ball delivery. 

Page said: “What he brings you 
is enthusiasm, his work-rate I 
thought was exceptional on 
Saturday. He played like he was 
making his debut and he's an 
experienced lad. 

“I thought he led by example 
and the free kick was just the 
icing on the cake at the end.”

The mere mention of Louis Picamoles’ 
name was enough to make the face of 
Northampton Saints scrum-half Tom 
Kessell light up after the Frenchman’s 
latest stunning display against Gloucester 
on Friday night. 

Picamoles scored his first try in front of 
his home crowd at Franklin’s Gardens in 
the tense 23-20 victory over the Cherry and 
Whites and the number 8 was yet again 
Saints’ go-to guy in getting them on the 
front foot. 

His habit of almost constantly breaking 
the gain line while carrying eventually led 
to their winning try with just over ten 
minutes left, when his off-load allowed 
Kessell to crash over from close range. 

When asked what it is like to play behind 
the 30-year-old powerhouse, Kessell said: 
“He’s pretty awesome, isn’t he? He’s a quali¬ 
ty player and he’s unreal to be fair to him. 

“It’s a pleasure to play with him and we’ve 
got a lot of class back rowers as well, so it’s a 
highly contested position, but you just 
know he’s going to off-load it and he’s 
always looking to get us some go-forward 
momentum.” 

Kessell’s vital try was just his second since 
signing from Championship side Cornish 
Pirates in the summer of last year and he 
has had to be patient for his chances, often 
requiring injuries to his fellow No. 9s to get 
game time. 

In last week’s instance, though, he bene- 
fitted from the decision to rest Nic Groom 
and he quickly got himself in tune with the 
game after coming on as a replacement in 
the 63rd minute, with Saints reeling from 
falling 20-16 behind. 

On his winning score, Kessell said: “Again, 
it was Louis who broke through the two 
men on him and I just got on the back of 
him and got my head down to go for the 

line. Credit to Louis - he drew the men 
and got the off-load away as well.”

Northampton Saints will admit their 
season hasn’t gone the way they would 
have liked so far, but they’ll be hoping to 
lift the mood in their first two games in 
this year’s Anglo-Welsh Cup during the 
next fortnight. 

Friday’s 23-20 win against Gloucester 
went some way to improving morale and 
ensured that they head into their fixtures 
against Newcastle Falcons and the 
Cherry and Whites with some momen¬ 
tum behind them. 

Not that too many who lined up at the 
Gardens last week will be doing so again 
in the North East on Sunday, as Saints 
are likely to make wholesale changes. 

This is partly down to having players 
such as Tom Wood, Dylan Hartley, 

George North and Louis Picamoles being 
away on international duty with their 
respective countries. 

But another reason is that the Anglo- 
Welsh Cup is used as an opportunity to 
give youngsters game time - good news 
for the likes of Rory Hutchinson, Sam 
Olver, Jordan Onojaife and Alex Moon. 

Northampton director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder said: “It’s a reason why we 
have this competition and it’s one of the 
good things about the season. 

“They’re first team games, the crowds 
still like to come and watch and see the 
young local boys in particular, so I think 
we’ve got to give them the chance. 


“They’ve always had that mantra that if 
you’re doing well for the Wanderers you 
deserve to play for the first team and that 
will continue to happen.” 

The next two weeks should also bring 
about opportunities for those players 
who have found themselves on the fring¬ 
es so far this season, as well as for recent 
arrivals Api Ratuniyarawa and Nafi 
Tuitavake to bed in further. 

Scrum-half Tom Kessell, who scored 
Northampton’s winning try against 
Gloucester, falls into that first category, 
as he is likely to make his first start of the 
season after three appearances off the 
bench in the Premiership. 

Kessell said: “I think there’s a lot of 
opportunities for people in the squad to 
make their mark and try to get into the 
first team week in week out. 

“I can’t wait to get my opportunity if I 
get called upon and I think a lot of the 
boys will be champing at the bit and 
ready to play. 

“Obviously as a team we need to get the 
W’s on the score board, so it keeps us 
going through the season. 

“There are a lot of boys who I know 
have been scoring tries in the ‘A’ League 
and it’s going to be an exciting time.” 

On the other hand, the competition, 
which Northampton won in 2010 when it 
was under its previous guise of the LV= 
Cup, should also give those players 
who’ve had a heavy workload this season 
a chance to rest their aching bodies. 

Lock Michael Paterson is in that camp, 
having started in all but one of Saints’ 
games in the campaign so far.

Premiership 
against 
Sarries, Bath, 
Harlequins 
away,” Pater¬ 
son said. 

“It takes our

For Marc Richards and 
Northampton Town, 
Saturday’s FA Cup match 
against Ryman Premier 
League side Harrow Borough 
will be an entirely different 
scenario to their last tie at 
Sixfields. 

On that occasion, the 
Cobblers were the ones trying 
to cause a shock when Premier 
League giants Manchester 
United visited in the third 
round of the EFL Cup, but the 
shoe’s on the other foot this 
weekend. 

Instead of facing a team two 
divisions above them, they’ll 
be up against one who ply 
their trade four levels below, 
making them the relative 
‘giants’ of this tie. 

They were given a fright 
when they faced non-league 
opposition last season, as 
they fell 2-0 down against 
Northwich Victoria before 
mounting a dramatic come¬ 
back, and Richards is keen to 
ensure they aren’t on the 
wrong end of one of the major 
stories in the first round. 

He said: “It’s a potential 
banana skin and I’ve been in 
the position before where I’ve 
been knocked out of the Cup 
by a non-league team - when 
I was at Port Vale we were 


knocked out by Chasetown, 
who were two or three leagues 
below us. For me personally, I 
will not take them [Harrow] 
lightly. You don’t want to be 
knocked out of the Cup by a 
non-league team. I’m sure the 
manager will be banging on 
about how important the 
game is and rightly so 
[because] it’s a chance to get 
into the second round and 
progress in the Cup.” 

While Northampton Town 
are able to easily clue them¬ 
selves up on the teams they 
face in League One, the north 
Londoners represent a step 
into the unknown, as it is just 
their fourth appearance in 
the first round proper. 

Richards, who scored twice 
in last Saturday’s 3-2 win 
against Bury, said: “I’ve 
looked through their squad 
and sometimes you might 
pick up on a couple of players 
who’ve played in the League 
that you might recognise the 
names of. To be honest, I don’t 
recognise the names of any of 
them and that’s no disrespect 
to them; they’re obviously 
doing well to come into this 
stage of the competition. 

“We’ve got to take it 
seriously and it’s a good 
opportunity for us to go and 
put on a performance like we 
know we should and be solid 
and try to keep a clean sheet, 
which we think we deserve 
but haven’t quite deserved 
over the last few weeks.”
